As a young lad of fifteen, Daniel had deep convictions. 


His religious training had give 


n to him a sincere consciousness 


of right and wrong. When tempted to partake of food and 
drink which would defile him, he refused. By the law of Moses, 
the Jews were forbidden to eat certain kinds of food, as well as 
food prepared in a certain way. Some animals were to be 
avoided as unclean. Besides, Daniel could not partake of meat 
which had already been offered in sacrifice to heathen idols. 
Therefore, Daniel saw that to partake of the royal provision 


was to pollute himself by par 


ticipation with idolatry, and to 


transgress the law of God. Let the consequences be what they 
might, he purposed in his heart that*he*would not defile him- 


self 


This was not-an easy thing for 
a young lad in a foreign country 
to do. He did it and won the vic- 
tory. 

Whenever we have deep re- 
ligious principles, they are sure 
to be tested. Gold must be sub- 
mitted to the fire to prove its 
reality and to purge it from dross. 
Everything worthwhile in the 
world comes to a testing time. 
‘* When we have deep abiding be- 
liefs in our hearts, we can be sure 
that we are going to suffer trial. 


Daniel was tested again and 
again. When Darius made a decree 
that no one should ask a petition 
of any god or man for thirty days, 
with the penalty for disobedience 
the lion’s den, Daniel remained 
true. 


When the writing had been 
signed, Daniel went to his house 
and with his windows open toward 
Jerusalem, he kneeled down upon 
his knees three times a day and 
prayed. He gave thanks before his 
God. He made no change in his 
devotional life. You recall that 
Daniel’s enemies assembled and 
heard him pray, and gave the re- 
port to the king. As a result 
Daniel was cast into the den of 
lions, but God preserved his life. 
You recall the scene of. an uneasy 
king who passed the night in 
fasting, and then rose early in the 
morning and went in haste to the 
den of lions. He cried out with a 
lamentable voice, saying, “O Dan- 
iel, servant of the living God, is 
thy God, whom thou. servest con- 
tinually, able to deliver thee from 
the lions?” 


Daniel answered, “O king, live 
for ever. My God hath sent his

The chapter from which these 
words are taken is the one in 


Christians. In verse 12 we read, 


he hath been raised from the dead, 


there is no resurrection of the 


resurrection of the dead. 
Now these doubters were not 


the spirit lived on when the body 
died, They were not questioning 
that; else they would not have 
been interested at all in the things 
of God. What they doubted was 
the fact of the resurrection—that 
is, that the body as well as the 
spirit would live again. 

To answer that doubt Paul 
wrote this great chapter in which 
he reveals not only the fact of the 
resurrection, but also the manner 
of it. He begins by declaring that 
the resurrection was an essential 
part of the Gospel which he had 
“For,” he says, 


that 
Christ died for our sins according 
to the scriptures; and that he was 
buried; and that he hath been 
raised on the third day according 
to the scriptures.” 

In that sentence you find the 
three great historical facts that go 
to make up the Gospel: 

(a) The death of Christ. He died 
for our sins according to the Scrip- 
tures. 

(b) The burial of Christ. And He 
was buried. 

(c) The resurrection. And that 
He hath been raised on the. third 
day according to the Scriptures.

Now all three of these facts are 
essential if we are to correctly un- 
derstand the Gospel. To lose any 
one of them is to pervert the good 
tidings. On the cross our Lofd 
died, and He died according to the 


Scriptures, that is, in the manner | 


and in the way in which the Scrip- 
tures said He would die. “He was 
wounded for our transgressions, he 
was bruised for our iniquities: the 
chastisement of our peace was 
upon him; and with his stripes we 
are healed” (Isa. 53:5). 


Our Lord died there as our sub- 
stitute and Saviour. He bore our 
sins in his body on the tree, that 
we, having died unto sins, might 
live unto righteousness; by whose 
stripes we are healed. He died ac- 
cording to the Scriptures. And He 
was buried. He went into the grave 
and carried our sin into oblivion,,

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CHAPTER Ill 


Where To Do Personal Work 


I. After a Gospel Meeting 
Perhaps the easiest and most natural place to do per- 
nal work is after a Gospel meeting. Whenever you attend a 
eeting, watch for- some one to deal with after the meeting is 


over. 


Do not trust to chance in the matter, but as the minis- 


¢ preaches the sermon keep your @yes on the audience and 
itch who it is that is hit and what hits them, then you can 
follow up the work that the minister has already done by his 


sermon, 


You will soon acquire good judgment in deciding 


with whom it is wisest to speak. 


Of course one must be on his 
guard against being obtrusive in 
watching others. Before you go to 
the meeting pray. definitely to 
God to’give you some one at the 
meeting, and then watch for an 
answer to your prayer. When you 
fhave found your man, go for him, 
and do not let him slip away 
under any consideration. It is 
often well to go as quickly as pos- 
age? to one of the doors of the 
ic oneself too prominent, watch 
people as they come out, and then 
#entiv and courteously approach 
some one, and deal with him about 
fiis soul. 

There is a great difference in 
Christian workers. Some seem to 
never get any one at the close of 
a meeting unless some one else 
takes them to them.*They wait 
around with their Bible under 
their arm for some one to come 
to them and take them to an in- 
cuirer; others keep their eyes open 
for themselves, and almost always 
manage to get hold of some one. 

In many cf the more active 


churches, the church is divided 
into sections with an oversee 


ever each division of .the church, 
and individual workers under the 
overseer. This is an excellent ‘plan. 
When it is well carried out it pre- 
vents any hopeful cases from get- 
ting out without being dealt with 
personally. 


II. In Homes 


The Apostle Paul tells us that 
he preached the Gospel not only 
publicly, but “from house to 
house” (Acts 20:20). There is far 
too little Christian work done in 
the home. The best home to begin 
with is your own. Jesus bade the 


rjin our 


demoniac of Gadara when he was 
healed to return to his own house 
and show 
had done unto him: (Luke 8:39). 
Every man who. is converted 
should begin to tell the saving 
power of Christ first in his own 
home, to his own relatives and 
friends. Many.a mother with her 
family of children regrets that she 
has not a wider field of labor for 
Christ, but she will find one of the 
grandest of all fields in her own 
home. 


But we should not limit our per- 
sonal work to our own homes; we 
should do it in the homes where 
we visit. In this way those who 
make us partakers of their hos- 
pitality, will entertain angels un- 
awares (Heb. 13:2). A godly man 
who once visited in the home of 
Spurgeon’s parents, by a few 
words to the little boy, made an 
impression upon that boy that 
went far toward making him the 
mighty minister of the Gospel that 
he became in after years. 

Then we should do _ personal 
work in the houses that we enter 
house-to-house visitation. 
That man or woman is a poor 
church visitor who simply makes a 
pleasant call or talks upon re- 
ligious generalities. The true visi- 
tor will find frequent oppor- 
tunities for doing effective per- 
sonal work with some of the in- 
habitants of the home, or with 
strangers they may find calling 
upon them. 


III. On the Streets 


Here again we have the Apostle 
Paul for an eXample. Not only did 
he reason “in the synagogue with 
the Jews and the devout persons,” 
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how great things God | 


but also “in the market place’ 
every day with them that met 
with him” (Acts 17:17, R.V.). As 


you walk the streets, be listening 
for the voice of God to say “Go 
and speak to that man.” Very 
often as one walks the street of 
a crowded city or the lonely roads 
of the country, if he is walking 
with God, the leading will core to 
speak to some one that he meets 
by the way, and countless are the 
souls that have been led out of 
darkness into light in this way. 
As you look. upon the surging 
crowd, ask God if there is some 
one in this crowd with whom He 
desires you to speak. Sometimes 
it is well to stand to one side and 
watch the people as they pass. 
Soon there will come a- face that 
interests you, a face it may be 
that tells a story of sin, or sorrow 
and need. You can quietly follow 
this person and watch for an op- 
portunity to engage them in con- 
versation, and then point them to 
the one who says, “Come unto me 
all ye that labor and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest.” 


IV. In the Parks and Other 
Resorts 


The parks are often full of 
people who have plenty of leisure 
and are willing to talk-upon al- 
most any subject. Go through the 
park and find your man, engage 
him ina _ conversation, and as 
quickly as you can, lead him up 
to the great subject that is burn- 
ing in your own heart. Oftentimes 
it is well to begin to talk about 
matters of passing interest, the 
burning questions of the day, then 
lead by the shortest possible route 
to the great question. Sometimes 
show the one with whom you are 
talking a tract, and ask his opin- 
ion of it, and this will lead-easily 
to the matter uppermost in your 
mind. Not infrequently if you sit 
down in a park some one will 
come and_e sit down beside 
you and begin to talk to you; then 
of course it is very easy to lead 
them into a conversation about 
their own soul’s need. 


V. On a Walk or Ride 


In this we have our Saviour’s 
own example. He made the hearts 
of the two disciples burn within 
them while He spoke to them in 
the way, and opened to them the 
Scriptures (Luke 24:32). We also 
have the example of Philip the 
evangelist. The Spirit bade him go 
and join himself to the chariot 
of Queen Candace’s treasurer. The 
treasurer invited him up into the 
chariot to ride with him, and the 


memorable conversation and per-. 


sonal dealing that followed led to 
the conversion and baptism of the 
treasurer, and the carrying of the 
Gospel into Ethiopia (Acts 8:29- 
38). There are few more favorable 
places to do personal work than 
on a walk or ride with a friend 
or even with a stranger. 


’ VI. At the Place of Business 


Here again we have the Sav- 
iour’s example. “As he passed by, 
he saw Levi the son of Alphaeus 
sitting at the receipt of custom, 
and said unto him, Follow me. 
And he arose and followed him’ 
(Mark 2:14). Of course we ought 
not to interrupt men and hinder 
their proper performance of their 
business duties. Many a workman 
has rare opportunities to speak 
with his fellow workmen, some- 
times during work hours, some- 
times during the noon rest. One 
of the most earnest Christian min- 
isters I ever knew had been a god- 
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Tennesse Temple Schools 


This editor has just returned 
from a blessed eight-day Bible 
conference at the Tennessee Tem- 
ple Schools and Highland Park 
Baptist Church in Chattanooga.

less employee in a factory, but the 
man who worked next to him was 
a Christian, took an interest in 
his fellow employee’s soul, and 
was instrumental under God in 
leading him to Christ. I have met 
a good many from one of the 
largest business institutions in our 
city who have been led to Christ 
by one consecrated young man in 
the establishment. This young 
man has since gone as a foreign 
missionary, but he was used of 
God to lead many of his fellow 
employees to Christ before he 
went. 


It is well wherever possible to 
go into stores and factories and 
other places of business for the 
deliberate purpose of leading those 
who work there to Christ. ~Of 
course, as already said, it will not 
do to interrupt a man at his busi- 
ness, neither will it do generally 
to deal with him when others are 
around and listening, nor should 
he be taken at an hour when he 
is in a bad temper; but one who 


has that discretion that God is so 


ready to give (James 1:5) will 
find many opportunities for doing 
the Master’s work. It is quite pos- 
sible oftentimes to drop a word, 
or even to have a little talk, when’ 
there is not a great pressure of 
business, with the clerk who sells 
us goods, or with the barber who 
shaves us, or with the boy who 
blacks our shoes. There are five 
marks of a_ good opportunity; 
when one is alone, unoccupied, in 
good humor, communicative and in 
a serious mood. 


VII. On Cars and Boats 


Traveling on the steam cars 
affords a very rare opportunity 
for personal work. ‘Travelers 
usually have much time _ that 
hangs heavily upon their hands, 
and are glad to get into conversa- 
tion with any one;. but if one is 
a real Christian, there is one sub- 
ject always uppermost in his mind, 
one subject that he would rather 
talk. about than any other, and 
that is Jesus Christ. When you get 
into a train, get as good a seat 
for yourself as you can, put your 
coat and grip out of the way, 
move away over to the farther 
side of the seat, 
vacant space beside you look as 
inviting as possible. If the car is 
at all crowded, you will soon have 
a fellow-passenger, and the desired 
opportunity for personal work. 
Sometimes it is wel] to keep your 
coat and grip in the seat beside 
you until you see the man or 
woman that you want coming, and 
then remove them and move along 
in a way of silent invitation. 

It is well to talk with the train- 
men and porters. They are usually 
willing to talk, and many of them 
have been led to Christ by Spirit- 
filled workers who were traveling 
with them. 


Many Christian workers’ go 
through trains and give tracts to 
every one on the train. I am not 
sure that this is the wisest thing 
to do, but I know that great bless- 
ing has come from it in many 
cases. Certainly it is well to carry 
a good supply of religious litera- 
ture with you when you travel. 
Some of the books of the Bible 
Institute Colportage Association 
are excellent for this purpose, 
such as e.g., “Probable Sons.” 
People are willing to read almost 
anything on a train, and these 
books without any comment often- 
times will lead the reader to 
Christ, and when they do not do 


and make the 


this, they pave the way for a con- 
versation. 

Street cars are not as favorable 
a place for personal work as steam 
cars. 
or opportunity that he does on a 
train, and yet good work can be 
done on a street car, both with 
the passengers and with the 
motorman and conductor. A min- 
ister once said to me, 

“T was greatly ashamed last 
night going down on the street 
car. I was sitting inside the car 
talking on unimportant matters 
with friends, and as I looked to 
the front end of the car, I saw 
one member of my church talking 
with the driver about his soul, 
and when I looked to the other 
end of the car I saw another mem- 
ber of my church talking to the 
conductor, and there I, the pastor 
of the church, was doing nothing 
but wasting my time.” 


VIII. Prisons, Hospitals. and 
Other Public Institutions 


A fine place to do personal work 
is in public institutions, such as 
prisons and hospitals, where many 
people are gathered together and 
,are at leisure from morning till 
night. Every Sunday, all over this 
land, devoted men and women are 
going into prisons, jails and hos- 
pitals, carrying the glad tidings of 
salvation, and thousands are being 
converted to God through. their 
faithful personal work. Many of 
the best Christians that I know 
today were brought to Christ in 
prison, not so much through the 
public preaching, as through the 
personal work of some devoted 
child of God who went from cell 
to cell and talked to the men 
about Christ. But while so much 
ig being done already in this direc- 
tion, there are many prisons and 
jails and hospitals where little 
or nothing is done. 

Nurses in hospitals have a rare 
opportunity of doing personal 
work in the institutions where 
they are employed. Fortunately a 
very large proportion of trained 
nurses are devoted Christian 
women, and yet many of them do 
not realize the opportunities that 
God has put within their reach, A 
very unusual opportunity is also 
open to the Christian physician. 
Indeed a true Christian physician 
will oftentimes find opportunities 
for doing personal work that even 
the minister of the Gospel cannot 
find. Sometimes it will be with the 
patient whom he is treating, some- 
times with the relatives and 
friends of the patient who are in 
deep anxiety as to the outcome of 
the sickness. 


What has been said does not 
of course *cover’ all the places 


One does not have the time: 


where personal work can be done, - 


but it will suggest rich fields of 
opportunity. To put it in a word, 
personal work should be done 
everywhere. We read of the early 
disciples that “they that were 
scattered abroad went everywhere 
preaching the Word’ (Acts 8:4), 
that is, talking to individuals 
about Jesus, showing them the 
word of truth as it is found in the 
Bible, and leading them to accept 
it. Every child of God should be 
at all times on the lookout for 
opportunities to speak personally 
to some other man or woman 
about Christ.

The moment one puts his trust 
in Jesus he INSTANTLY has ever- 
jJasting life. Everybody who is ever 
saved is saved instantaneously. 
People are not saved by a pro- 
cess of living right. They are not 
saved by a process of church cere- 
monies like confirmation or bap- 
tism. People are not saved after 


. a period of probation, “if they hold 


out faithful.’ People will not be 
saved in Heaven on the basis of 
living a good life here. No, sal- 
vation is an instantaneous matter! 
(ne who trusts in Christ has 
everlasting life that very instant, 
is born again, is a child of God, 
has his name written down in 
Eleaven, has all his sins laid on 
Jesus. He is “passed from death 
unto life.’ Instantaneous conver- 
sions are the only kind of conver- 
sions there are. 


I. Bible Cases of Instantaneous 
Conversion 


All of us ought to earnestly 
seek to follow the pattern of the 
New Testament. Preachers ought 
to preach like Bible preachers. 
Christians ought to pray like Bible 
Christians prayed. And people we 
preach the Gospel to ought to be 
saved like they were saved in 
Bible times. And that means in- 
stantaneous conversions. 


1. The dying thief. The conver- 
sion of the dying thief, om a cross 
beside Jesus, is told in very few 
words. uke 23:42 and 43 Says: 
“And he said unto Jesus, Lord, 
remember me when thou comest 
into thy kingdom. And Jesus said 
unto him, Verily I say unto thee, 
Today shalt thou be with me in 
paradise.’ How simple! How 
‘quick! The dying thief said, “Lord, 
remember me,’ and Jesus said, 
“Today shalt thou be with me in 
paradise.” The very moment the 
“dying sinner turned to Jesus for 
mercy, he got it! That is instant 
conversion of one of the most 
wicked sinners. 

2. Cornelius and his household. 
In Acts 10:43 and 44 we are told 
of the conversion of Cornelius and 
his entire household. ‘“To him give 
all the prophets witness. that 
through his name whosoever be- 
lieveth in him shall receive remis- 
sion of sins. While Peter yet spake 
these words, the Holy Ghost fell 
on all them which heard the 
word.” The context tells us that 
these who were converted magni- 


. fied God and praised Him aloud, 


both in their own language and 
at least one other language which 
the Jews present understood, and 
Peter knew that they were saved! 
He had _ evidently intended to 
preach a longer sermon, but the 
moment these earnest enquirers 
Jearned that y should put their 
trust in Jesus,‘ they did, and were 
instantly saved! 

3. The palsied man let down 
through the roof to Jesus. In 
Capernaum Jesus preached in a 
home, and four men, bringing one 
sick with the palsy, carried him 
on the roof-top, broke up the 
tiles, and let the man on his pallet 
down into the room where Jesus 
was. Mark 2:5 says, “When Jesus 
saw their faith, he said unto the 
sick of the palsy, Son, thy sins 
be forgiven thee.” Jesus saw 
their faith, that is, the faith of 
the four men who carried him and 
the faith of the palsied man. And 
instantly He said, ‘Son, thy sins 
be forgiven thee.” The instant the 
man believed, he was converted, 
saved. No. matter how old and 
hardened in sin; no matter how 
ignorant, the moment he trusted 
Jesus he was wonderfully con- 
verted. 

4. Zacchaeus, the publican. Zac- 
chaeus was a publican, rich but 
despised for his sins. He wanted 
to see Jesus, ran ahead and 
climbed a sycamore tree. Jesus 
saw him and said, ‘“Zacchaeus, 
make haste, and come down; for 
today I«must abide at thy house.” 
Zacchaeus hurried down to receive 
Jesus joyfully and told Jesus he 
planned to give half of his goods 


to the poor and to restore four- 
fold anything taken by false ac- 
cusation. Then Luke 19:9 tells us, 
“And Jesus said unto him, This 
day is salvation come to this 
house.” Here was the publican al- 
ready converted, already born 
again! Jesus told him to come 
down, that He was going to the 
home of Zacchaeus for dinner. Joy- 
fully Zacchaeus came down to re- 
ceive Him. And into that wel- 
coming heart Jesus came that 
moment to save! Forgiven and 
forgotten were all the years of 
crooked dealing, or extortion of 
the poor. Repentance was a heart 
matter that took only a second 
of heart-turning. He was saved 
before he got to make good on 
any of his vows. Repentance and 
faith together came in the same 
instant; and he, trusting Christ, 
was saved. 


a. The publican in the temple. 
A Pharisee prayed a long prayer, 
telling God how good he was. But 
Luke 18:13 and 14 says, “‘And the 
publican, standing afar off, would 
not lift up so much as his eyes 
unto heaven, but smote upon his 
breast, saying, God be merciful 
to me a sinner: I tell you, this 
man went down to his house justi- 
fied . . .”’ Here is a man who 
prayed a prayer of seven words, 
“God be merciful to me a sinner,” 
turned away and went down to his 
house already justified, no sins 
charged against him, gloriously 
saved! He may not even have said 
the words aloud. God saw his 
heart. And the moment he looked 
in penitent faith to Christ, he was 
already justified and went home 
happy. A wonderful example of 
instantaneous conversion. 


6. The sinful woman in the 
house of Simon the Pharisee. 
Jesus went to eat dinner in the 
home of Simon the Pharisee. A 
notoriously sinful woman came in 
as Jesus reclined on a couch at 
the meal. She began to weep over 
His dusty feet till her tears 
washed them, and then she dried 
them with the hair of her head. 
The Pharisee thought that Jesus 
was no prophet or He would have 
known about the woman’s sin and 
sent her away. Luke 7:48 tells us 
that Jesus turned to her and said, 
“Thy sins are forgiven.” And Luke 
7:50 tells us, ‘‘And he said to the 
woman, Thy faith hath saved thee; 
go in peace.’ Note that it was 
not the weeping which saved her, 
in fact, Jesus indicated that the 
woman wept over His feet and 
washed them with tears because 
She already loved Him so much; 
she loved much because she had 
already been forgiven much. The 
moment she came and trusted, 
she was forgiven. Her tears were 
the tears of love and gratitude. 
Her faith had instantly saved her. 

In fact, not once in the Bible are 
we plainly told that anyone had 
to keep pleading in order to get 
saved or go through any process 
in order to get saved. All the con- 
verts in Bible times were saved 
instantly. It is interesting to note 
that none of these were even on 
their knees when saved! The dy- 
ing thief hung on a cross. Cornel- 
ius and his household sat about or 
stood listening to Peter preach. 
Zacchaeus. was sliding down the 
tree to receive Jesus joyfully. The 
palsied man lay on his cot. The 
publican stood in the temple. The 
sinful woman stood behind Jesus 
weeping. People in Bible times 
just trusted Christ, with penitent 
hearts, and were instantly saved. 


II. Many Scriptures Plainly 
Say Salvation is 
Instantaneous 

We have seen Bible examples 
of people who were saved instant- 
ly. Now let us see Bible precepts 
that plainly promise instant sal- 
vation to all who believe. - 

1. John 3:18: “He that believeth 
on him is not condemned: but he 
that believeth not is condemned 
already, because he hath not ve- 
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lieved in the name of the only be- 
gotten Son of God.’ Here we are 
told. that one who has believed is 
no longer condemned. He is out 
from under condemnation for all 
his sins. They are laid on Jesus. 
Romans 8:1 says, “There is there- 
fore now no condemnation to them 
which are in Christ Jesus.’ But 
here we are told that “he that 
believeth not is condemned al- 
ready.’ One who has not trusted 
in Jesus is condemned. The in- 
stant one trusts in Christ he is 
no longer condemned. Condemna- 
tion passes away instantly when 
one believes in Christ in the sense 
of saying faith, that is relying on 
Christ for forgiveness. 

2. John 3:36: “He that believeth 
on the Son hath everlasting life: 
and he that believeth not the Son 
shall not see life; but the wrath 
of God abideth on him.” One who 
believes in Christ already that in- 
stant has everlasting life. As in- 
stantaneously as a flash of God’s 
lightning, God changes the heart 
and forgives the sin ‘of one who 
believes in Christ. When you trust 
Christ, immediately you are al- 
ready saved. That is instantaneous 
conversion. 

3. John 5:24: “Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, He that. heareth my 
word, and believeth on. him that 
sent me, hath everlasting life, and 
shall not come into condemnation; 
but is passed from death wnto 
life.’ Here again the Lord Jesus 
tells us that one who believes, 
trusting God the Father who sent 
Jesus into the world to save him, 
“hath everlasting life, and shall 
not come into condemnation; but 
is passed from death unto life.” 
Or as the Revised Version puts it, 
“out of death into life.” That is 
instant salvation. 

4. John 6:47: “Verily, Verily, I 
say unto you, He that believth on 
me hath everlasting life.’ Here 
again in the very words of Jesus 
we have the statement, “He 
that believeth on me HATH 
everlasting life.’ The moment 
you put your trust in Jesus you 
already have everlasting life. In- 
stant salvation! 


5. Acts 13:39: “And by him all 
that believe are justified from all 
things, from which ye could not 
be justified by the law of Moses.” 
Paul and Barnabas were in the 
synagogue at Antioch of Pisidia 
and preached to Jews_ there 
through Jesus the forgiveness of 
sins. And their plain statement is 
that all who believe in Christ are 


already justified from everything, |j

There were multiplied 
thousands of people in this land 
that wanted just exactly the goods 
those evangelists were delivering. 
And there are multiplied thousands 
of people who want just exactly 
the thing for which Bob Jones 
University stands. 


We have had the most wonder- 
ful letters in recent months we 
have ever read. People have said, 
“We are praying for you.” Some- 
body said, “My son came home 
from Bob Jones University a new 
person.” As I have gone from 
place to place, mothers who are 
graduates of Bob Jones University 
have held up their little babies and 
asked us to keep the school like 
it is until their babies are old 
enough to come to school. Thank 
God for the wonderful, faithful 
Christians all over the world who 
are loyal to the Gospel for which 
Bob Jones University always 
stands.

I Believe God Wants to 
Answer Our Prayers for 


Sword Building Fund

Just the other day I passed Mr, J. A. Reinhardt, Chair- 
,man of the Board of Trustees of the First Presbyterian 
Church here in Wheaton. You remember that we are pur- 
chasing the property on which the Presbyterian Church is 
now located. This property is to be used for a new Sword of 
the Lord Foundation office building here in Wheaton. We 
made an initial payment of $5,000 last October and $17,000 on 


a 


January 1. The total price for the property which we are 
buying from the Presbyterian Church organization is $66,000. 


The remaining $44,000 of this 


As I passed Mi, Reinhardt on the 
street, he asked me how our Build- 
ing Fund plan was progressing. I 
told him it was coming along fine, 
but in my heart I must confess 
that there was a serious problem 
about the matter. Isn’t it strange 
how soon we forget how good the 


Lord is to us and how He answers 


our prayers? On this matter, I 
know that God can answer our 
prayers and can send us_ the 
$44,000 in a little over two months 
but it will be the biggest physical 
miracle that I have ever per- 
sonally seen the Lord do. Since 
talking with Mr. Reinhardt and be- 
ing so concerned about the matter 
of the Building Fund, my own 
heart has been turning over a 
number of reasons why we Can ex- 
pect God to answer our prayer 
about this Building Program and 
send the $44,000 by August 1 
when it is needed. I thought that 
it might be good if I shared these 
reasons with you so that you 
might have faith to believe God 
and pray with us about this. mat- 
ter. Here are six of the reasons 
why I believe God wants to answer 
our prayer. 


I. Because God Delights to 
Answer Prayer 


Psalm 65:2 tells us, “O thou 
that hearest prayer, unto’ thee 
shall all flesh come.”’ Here we see 
one of the most wonderful sides 
of God’s character. In the Scrip- 
ture here we find that one of the 
names of God is “O thou that 
hearest prayer.” God delights to 
be known as the heavenly Father 
who wants to answer our prayers 
when we bring our earnest re- 
quests to Him. Remember Mat- 
thew 7:11 tells us, “If ye then, be- 
ing evil, know how to give good 
gifts unto your children, how much 
more shall your Father which is 
in heaven give good things to 
them that ask him?” How fre- 
quently we must grieve the Lord 
by not accepting at face value the 
fact that He wants to be our 


heavenly Father_and watch over }' 


our needs and problems. 


About this matter, then, of the 
Building Fund, I believe that God 
wants to prove Himself to us and 
to answer our prayers even in this 
large amount of money that is 
needed. 


II. Because We Believe That 
Our Prayer Is According 
to God’s Will 


For months before we signed 
the contract to buy this piece of 
property from the. Presbyterian 
Church organization, we had 
special prayer meetings and had 
sought earnestly from the. Lord 
what His wisdom and will .was 
about our future building plans. 
First of all, the Board of Directors 
had perfect peace and unity of 
heart about this piece of property 
when it was brought to our at- 
tention. Then, too, those of us who 
work here at the Sword of the 
Lord had special seasons of prayer 
about this matter. It was our 


unanimous decision that this was 


what God’s will for us was. 


Then, the Lord has so wonder- 
fully answered our prayer thus 
far in providing the money that 
we know that He wouldn’t have 
misled us about this and then let 
us down when the August Ist pay- 
ment is due.

III. Because Past Experience 
Proves That We Can Depend 
on Our Heavenly Father 

David, when he was on in years, 
could say, “I have been young, 
and now am old; yet have I not 
seen the righteous forsaken, nor 
his seed begging bread.” David 
knew from personal experience of 
proving. the Lord through the 
years that God always takes care 
of His own and always supplies 
our needs. Paul could say to the 
Philippians, “My God shall supply 
all your need according to his 
riches in glory by Christ Jesus” 
(Phil. 4:19). In Psalm 105, in enu- 
merating all of the works that He 
had done for the children of Israel, 
David says by inspiration, ‘‘Re- 
member his marvellous works that 
he hath done; his wonders and the 
judgments of his mouth.” Fre- 
quently, the Lord reminded the 
children of Israel of all the many, 
many wonderful things that He 
had done for them in the past. 


the future. 


Now then, about this matter of 
the Building Fund, I believe we can 
trust the Lord because of past in- 
dications of God’s favor. One of 
the things that I learned early in 
my work here at THE SworD OF 
THE LorpD soon after I came nine 
years ago was that this was a 
place where we depended im- 
plicitly on the Lord to supply all 
of our needs. How well I remem- 
ber from reading Dr. Rice’s book, 
Prayer—Asking and Receiving, the 
chapter on “Big Prayers to an Al- 
mighty God.” There Dr. Rice told 
of a special urgent need of the 
work for $920. Dr. Rice went off 
to a revival meeting in the Mid- 
west. The offering that he received 
there for his ministry was very, 
meager and he knew that 

had to supply the need for 

to pay printing bills and 
* expenses. As he was on his 
way home on the train he received 
a telegram telling him that he 
had just received a check for $1,000 
for the work. 

Since reading that chapter I 
have seen God work literal mir- 
acles in providing for our needs 
here. How well I remember one 
time when we had to have $6,900 
to pay for a carload of paper. We 
had contracted for the paper when 
newsprint was very, very difficult 
to obtain. We knew THE Sworp 
OF THE LORD must go out and by 
faith contract to purchase the 
paper although we did not have 
the money to pay for it. We came 
up to the very day on which the 
bill had to be paid and still did 
not have the money. God in a very 
wonderful way Sent that morning 
a letter from a godly man in Cali- 
fornia. In the letter this dear 
brother told us that he had some 
money which he wanted to invest 
for the Lord. I called him and 
found that the Lord had laid it 
on his heart to send us $7,500 for 
this work of faith. 


Even in this Building Fund pro- 
ject we have seen God-do won- 
drous things. Last December 
when we came up to within two 
weeks of the time when we needed 
the $17,000 to pay on this property 
for the new building we had only

to go we still needed $12,000. 
What a ‘thrill it was to watch 
God work and send in the $12,000 
|in those two short weeks! There- 
fore, because we have seen God do 
such wonderful things in the 
past, we believe that for Him to 
provide the $44,000 for this pay- 
ment of August 1 is absolutely 
possible and completely in keeping 
with what He has done before. 
How sad it would be if God could 
send $17,000 in 1953 for this 
special need and not be able to 
raise $44,000 this year for the 
Same project. 


IV. Because Through the 
Years We Have Stood 
True to Christ 


God tells us, “For them that 
honour me I will honour.” Though 
it has sometimes cost us friends 
through the years, Dr. Rice and 
the workers here have stayed true 
to Jesus Christ and made a fight 
for the fundamentals of the faith. 
I have heard Dr. Rice tell with 
tears how that when a certain 
group with whom he was associ- 
ated wavered on the matter of the 
verbal inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures, Dr. Rice took up the fight 
and overnight lost the friends of 
a lifetime for Jesus’ sake.

The 244-year-old rectory was 
completed late in 1709 to replace 
the one in which the founder of 
Methodism was born and which 
was destroyed by fire earlier that 
year. Young Wesley, then six 
years old, narrowly escaped the 
fire. 

Methodist officials said the 
building is too large and its main- 
tenance too expensive in its pres- 
ent state and that modernization 


would be too costly.

out of which it can never come. 
And He hath been raised accord- 
ing to the Scriptures—in the way 
in which the Scriptures said He 
would be raised. ‘‘For thou wilt not 
leave my soul to Sheol; neither 
wilt thou suffer thy Holy One to 
See corruption” (Ps. 16:10). And 
in the resurrection God manifested 
His acceptance of the atonement 
which the Lord had. made, and 
demonstrated the power by which 
He will complete that which He 
has begun. These are the three 
facts, each of which is vital. 
The symbol of the Christian 
faith is the cross, which I think 
is somewhat unfortunate. The 
Christian faith has more than a 
cross. Along with the cross it has 
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an empty tomb and a risen Lord. 
If the Lord Jesus Christ had 
stayed in the grave, there would 
have been no Christian faith. 
When Mary came to the tomb and 
found it empty, she wept. But she 
would have had more cause for 
tears if she had not found it emp- 
ty. A dead Christ is no Saviour. 
Annie Johnson Flint caught that 
truth when she wrote her poem, 
“Let Us Go On.” 


Some of us stay at the Cross, 
Some of us wait at the tomb, 
Quickened and raised — together 

with Christ 
Yet lingering still in the gloom. 


If the Christ Who died had stopped 
at the Cross, 
His work had been incomplete, 
If the Christ Who was buried had 
stayed in the tomb, 
He had only known defeat. 


But the way of the cross never 
. Stops at the Cross, 
And the way of the tomb leads on 
To victorious grace in the heaven- 
ly place, 
Where the risen Lord has gone. 


Yes, the way of the cross never 
Stops at the cross. The death of the 
Lord Jesus must be linked with 
His burial and resurrection. The 
heart of“the Gospel is to“be found 
in three facts—not one. “For I de- 
livered unto you first of all that 
which I also received: how that 
Christ died for our sins according 
to the scriptures; and that he was 
buried; and that he rose again the 
third day according to the scrip- 
tures.” 


Now in making this assertion 
Paul tells us some things about 
this Gospel about which I want 
you to think. He tells us first of 
all: 


I. The Authority of the Gospel 


Paul did not originate the Gos- 
pel. It was not the product of his 
own thinking, nor the child of his 
own imagination. It was not born 
in his mind nor conceived by his 


wisdom. It was received by him, 


He says, “For I delivered unto you 
first of all that which I also re- 
ceived.” And he tells us in another 
place from whom he received it. In 
the letter to the Galatians he is 
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writing to some who were disput- 
ing his authority. So he settles the 
matter once and for all and for- 
ever when he Says, “Paul, an apos- 
tle, (not from men, neither 
through man, but. through Jesus 
Christ, and God the Father, who 
raised him from the dead)” (Gal. 
1:1). And later he says in the 


‘same chapter, “For I make known 


to you, brethren, as touching the 
gospel which was preached by me, 
that it is not after man. For nei- 
ther did I receive it from man, nor 
was I taught it, but it came to 
me through revelation of Jesus 
Christ’: (Gal. 1:11, 12). 


This Gospel is not the gospel of 
men. It is the Gospel of God. It did 
not grow out of the slowly unfold- 
ing experience of the human race, 
nor is it the product of man’s 
earthly wisdom. It is a revelation. 
It is an unfolding of the Divine 
heart, and purpose, and mind. Paul 
said, “I have delivered unto you 
that which I also received.” 

Now that is a fact of tremen- 
dous importance. It is tremendous- 
ly important to: - 


1. Those Who Declare the Gospel 

We can declare it with assur- 
ance and conviction and certainty. 

Some time ago I was visiting a 
woman who was sad and depressed 
and I quoted some of the precious 
promises in the Word in an effort 
to comfort her. After listening 
She said, “Well, it’s all very well 
for you to talk like that.” I said, 
“But I’m not talking like that. 
This is God talking. This is His 
Word.” 

And it was because they believed 
that, beloved, that the writers of 
this Book speak as they do. They 
talk about the most uncertain 
things in the mest assured. and 
certain manner. 

In his first epistle John says, 
‘“ ,. we KNOW that, when he 
shall appear, we shall be like him.” 
How did he know that? Only be- 
cause God told him. 

In his second letter, Peter is 
talking about the end of the world 
and he says, “But the day of the 
Lord’ will come as a thief; in the 
which the heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the ele- 
ments shall be dissolved with fer- 
vent heat, and. the earth and the 
works that are therein shall be 
burned up.” How could he know 
that unless God told him? 

In his second letter to the Corin- 
thians Paul says, “For we know 
that if this earthly house of our 
tabernacle be dissolved, we have a 
building.” How could he know 
that? How can we know anything 
about what happens when our body 
dissolves? Why, God told him. This 
is His Word. 


2. It Is Tremendously Important to 
Those Of Us Who Hear the Gospel 

This is a terribly confused and 
uncertain age. Man’s inventions 


are bringing him to the brink of 


disaster. New*philosophies are de- 
stroying his moral and _ spiritual 
foundations. Fear is gripping him

Christ is counted righteous, that 
is, is justified. And when does 
justification happen? It happens 
the very moment one believes. One 
who believes is already justified. 
That is instant salvation. 


' When the Scripture uses other 
terms about’ salvation for’ the 
familiar word believe, always the 
Bible speaks of instant salvation. 
When one repents it is an instant 
turning of the heart, not a period 
of doing penance, as our Catholic 
friends have been taught. If the 
Bible says, “Him that cometh to 
me I will in no wise cast out” 
(John 6:37), then it does not 
means the coming of walking 
down an aisle, or of going to 
church. No, it means the heart’s 
coming to Jesus, which is an in- 
stantaneous matter. And when the 
heart says, “I come!” the Lord 
Jesus says, “I receive!” The ac- 
ceptance is in the same instant 
as the coming. 

When the Scripture says, ‘““Who- 
soever shall call upon the name 
of the Lord shall be saved’’ (Rom. 
10:13), it does not refer to formal 


| prayers. No, God means here only 


the heart-cry of faith. For in the 
following verse we are told, “How 
then shall they call on him in 
whom they have not believed?” 
One who calls on God_for mercy 
in audible prayer has_ already 
trusted in the heart and so that 
outward words of prayer are only 
the expression of a heart faith 


that has already gained salvation, 
the instant one believed. 

All the teaching of the Bible is 
that people are saved instantly. 


Ill. What Instantaneous 
Conversions Prove 

The kind of salvation that one 
gets instantly is an entirely dit- 
ferent kind of salvation from any 
that one would get bit by bit, as 
a slow process. The very fact that 
Bible salvation is an instant 
vation shows what kind of sal- 
vation it is. Let us see, then, what 
instant salvation proves. 

1. Salvation is ‘not by man’s 
works. Romans 3:20 says, ‘““There- 
fore by the deeds of the law there 
shall no flesh be justified in his 
sight.” Galatians 3:11 says, “But 
that no man is justified by the 
law in the sight of God, it is evi- 
dent: for, The just shall live by 
faith.” Many, many other Scrip- 
tures make it clear that it is not 
by doing good deeds, that is, obey- 
ing the laws of God, that people 
get converted. Titus 3:5 says, “Net 
by works of righteousness which 
we have done, but according to his 
mercy he saved us, by the washing 
of regeneration, and renewing cf 
the Holy Ghost.” And the very 
fact that salvation is instantan- 
eous proves it could not be by 
works. What works could a man 
do in a fraction of a second that 
would attain salvation? All he can 
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sal- 


on every side. Is there any center 
to which he can look, any rock 
upon which he can stand, and word 
upon which he can count? Yes, this 
Word. The Word of God. “I deliv- 
ered unto you first of all that 
which I received.” We have a Gos- 
pel with a Divine imprimatur, and 
therefore one which comes with 
authority. 


II. The Purpose of the Gospel 

“By which also ye are saved.” 
The purpose of the Gospel is that 
we might be saved. Now that word 
“saved” is in the present tense. 
What Paul actually said is this: 
“By which we are being saved.” 
You know of course that there are 
three tenses in the Christian life. 
I was saved. When I put my trust 
in Jesus Christ I was saved in the 
sense of being forgiven. I passed 
from death into life. But God is not 
satisfied merely to forgive me and 
to take me to Heaven. Heaven 
would not be Heaven if I were to 
go there just as I am. So I am 
being saved. Day by day the Spirit 
of God lives in me to enable me 
to put off the old man and put on 
the new. I am being saved. 


I know a young girl who was 
adopted into a fine Christian fam- 
ily. They brought her into the fam- 
ily and gave her their name. But 
one day she broke their hearts. 
They could give her their name, 
but they couldn’t change her na- 
ture. They could make her a mem- 
ber of their household, but they 
couldn’t make her like themselves. 


But what man can’t do, God is 
doing. He is making us like Him- 
self. That is what He had in mind 
when He saved me. ‘“‘For whom he 
foreknew, he also fore-ordained to 
be conformed to the image of his 
Son, that he might-be the firstborn 
among many brethren’ (Rom. 
8:29). And as we keep our eyes on 
Him and live our lives with Him, 
we are “‘transformed into the same 
image from glory to glory” (II 
Cor. 3:18). 

That’s the purpose of the Gos- 
pel. God did not die for me merely 
that I might be enlightened con- 
cerning Him, or that I might 
know Him. He died for me that 
I might ultimately be like Him. 
Is that process going on in your 
life? Are you day by day becom- 


ing more like the Lord Jesus 
Christ? 

As I ask you that question, I 
presume. that you are saying “No,” 
for the nearer we come to the Sav- 
iour, the more unlike Him we se<« 
ourselves to be. But we know 
whether or not we are making 
progress. We know whether or not 
we are being saved. 

And that brings me to the next 
thing: 


III, The Peril of the Gospel 

“Unless ye have believed in 
vain.”’ It is possible then to believe, 
and to believe in vain. We use the 
word “vain” in several ways. We 
speak about a person being vain, 
and we mean that he is con- 
ceited. We speak about an effort 
being in vain; and we mean that 
it is useless. It is in this sense 
that Paul uses the word here. We 
may believe in vain—to no purpose 

to no end——-with no result. 

I know of no tragedy greater 
than that. To be in Africa where 
one never hears the Gospel is one 
thing; to be in America where it is 
sounded out freely is another. Our 
Lord says He that knows “shall 
be beaten with many stripes.” Bui 
he that knows not ‘“‘shall be beaten 
with few” (Luke 12:47, 48). 

Now how do we avoid this peri!? 
(a) By making sure that we have 
received Jesus Christ into 
hearts as Saviour and Lord. By 
making sure that we. haven't 
merely joined a church, or passed 
through a ceremony, but that we 
have the reality as well as the 
ritual. (b) By constantly living 
these lives in partnership with 
Him. By yielding these bodies to 
Him. By giving our lives to Him. 

I have a safe deposit box in the 
bank. To open it two keys are 
necessary. One is in my possession, 
one in the possession of the bank. 
They cannot open it without me. 
I cannot open it without thern. it 
takes both of us. 

The Christian life is like that. As 
we yield our members to Jesus 
Christ, He lives’in us by the power 
of His Spirit, and we are changed 
into His image. Let us each one he 
sure today that we are liviig in 
this fellowship and experiencing 
this transformation. ,

to win souls to Christ. When evan- 
gelists and evangelism were in 
disrepute, Dr. ‘Rice still called 
himself an evangelist and made 
THE SworD OF THE* LORD an evan- 
revival paper. God has 
honored our stand about this, and 
neatly every day we hear from 


<*one or more persons who have 


found Christ through the litera- 
ture and are writing to tell us 
about it. Back last year 673 people 
wrote to tell us that they were 
saved through some phase of our 
ministry.

do is in the heart, a decision to 
trust in Christ, turning from his 
sin. 


2. Instantaneous conversion can- 
not come by church rites or re- 
ligious ceremonies. All the six 
examples given, Bible cases of in- 
stantaneous conversion, were 
saved without any ceremonials or 
rites of the church. All were 
saved without baptism, saved with- 
out confirmation, saved without 
taking the Lord’s Supper, saved 


|} without church membership. I 


have no doubt that most of them 
were baptized, perhaps all of them 
except the dying thief, after con- 
version. But they were already 
saved before they were baptized. 
I have an idea that those who 
could, studied the Bible, and grew 
in grace as Christians. But they 
were already saved, the moment 
they trusted in Christ! Instant sal- 
vation necessarily happens in the 
heart, without waiting for relig- 
ious rites and ceremonies. 


3. Instant salvation precludes 
any period of mourning or waiting 
or extended praying. The sinful 
woman discussed in Luke, chapter 
7, was weeping, but ‘the tears had 
nothing to do with her salvation, 
for Jesus said to her, “Thy faith 
hath saved. thee; go in peace” 
(Luke 7:50). Her weeping grew 
out of her: love, no doubt, and 
her glad’ joy that she had been 
forgiven so much, as Jesus said. 
People may weep in sorrow over 
their sins before they are saved, 
or they may weep for joy after 
they are. saved; but in neither case 
does the weeping have anything 
directly to do with their salvation. 
One who is weeping and yet un- 
saved should quit his weeping and 
trust Christ. To weep for days 
would not save one, but the very 
moment one trusts in Christ, then 
he has instant salvation, whether 
it is preceded by weeping or not. 
To be sure, there is a heart-turn- 
ing from sin, when anyone hon- 
estly comes to Christ and trusts 
in Christ, but that heart-turning 
is a simple decision of the will that 
may take but an instant. Zac- 
chaeus slid down the tree to re- 
ceive Jesus joyfully, and the mo- 
ment he hit the ground he was 
ready to make. restitution for 
wrongs committed, and Jesus said 
that salvation had already come 
to his house. 


In a fine article: published in 
THE SWORD OF THE LorD the manu- 
script originally had spoken of 
Sinners “weeping their way to 
Jesus,” but when the matter was 
called to the attention of the 
author, he instantly agreéd that 
people do not weep their way to 
Jesus. People do not ‘“‘weep their 
way to Calvary.” That is not the 
way to Jesus nor the way to 
Calvary. The way to Jesus is to 
simply trust him, and the honest 
decision of a penitent heart. to 
turn to Jesus and risk Him for 
Salvation. We ought not to use 
the term “weeping their way to 
Jesus,” because that is not the 
way to get to Jesus and that is 
misleading and contrary to Bible 
doctrine and: Bible example.

With the bride 
standing with her bridegroom at 
the marriage altar, it is, “I, Mary, 
take thee, Joseph,” or a simple 
“I do.” And with a poor sinner 
and the Saviour it is a simple, “I 
believe that you love me and died 
to save me as you say. I here and 
now take you to be my Saviour 
and trust you to save my soul.” 
Salvation, since it is an instant 
salvation, must be settled by a 
simple and instant heart transac- 
tion. Jesus promised to save those 
who trust Him, those who come to 
Him. The moment we come or the 
moment we trust or the moment 
we receive Him, by faith, it is 
done. 

4. Salvation, then, is a miracle 
of God’s grace. A man might grow 
better outwardly by years of self- 
judgment, by years of correcting 
his habits and subduing his pas- 
sions. But no man can instantly 
change his nature, his own heart. 
So when people are converted in- 
stantly, that proves that God Him- 
self has worked a miracle. Salva- 
tion is what God does, not what 
men do. One who is saved thus 


becomes a child of God instantly:- o 


His sins are forgiven; his name 
is written down in the Lamb’s 
Book of Life. He has everlasting 
life. Salvation, then, is a wonder- 
ful miracle of God’s grace. The 
sinner cannot save himself, the 
sinner cannot keep himself. But 
by instantaneous conversion, a 
child is born into God's family. 
The new convert is now a par- 
taker of the divine nature. The 


Holy Spirit now lives in-his heart, - 


literally in his body. 


Sometimes lost sinners are told 
that they must “pray through.”

Meet Dr. Roberson 
In this issue we publish a 


blessed message by Dr. Lee Rober- 
son. Dr. Lee Roberson, pastor, 
evangelist, educator, soul winner 
extraordinary, is more _ blessed 
with the -power of God on his 
manifold labors than almost any- 
one else we know. 


Jesus told the disciples in Acts 
1:8, “But ye. shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, 
and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, 
and _unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.’ And who better could tell 
us about the dynamite of God 
than this Spirit-filled man upon 
whom God has graciously put His 
power? 

Note how God is blessing the 
manifold activities of Dr. Rober- 
son: 


1. He is pastor of the Highland 
Park Baptist Church, Chatta- 
nooga, Tennessee, which I believe 
to be the greatest soul-winning 
churth in the world. The church 


“« Membership, as of June 1, 1953, 


was 10,562. Of the 1,888 additions 


~to the church in 1952, 1,044 were 


new.converts baptized. Over 1,000 
were won to Christ in the church, 
chapels, and their downtown res- 
cue mission, who did not unite 
with Highland Park Church. For 
nine years the church has led 
28,000 churches of the Southern 
Baptist Convention in the number 
of converts baptized. 


Everything about this great 
church is geared to soul winning. 
An average of some 225 people do 
Supervised visiting each Thursday 
evening to see selected prospects. 
Dr. Roberson himself, when at 
home, plans to visit ten homes 
daily, primarily to see the unsaved 
and unenlisted. The Sunday morn- 
ing service, the Sunday evening 
Service, and the big mid-week 
Service on Wednesday night are 
all evangelistic preaching services 
with a public invitation to claim 
Christ openly, and there are con- 
versions on Wednesday night just 
the same as Sunday night. The 
baptistry is used regularly as a 
part of these great servicés. In 
the last church year, the average 
Sunday School attendance was 3,- 
730. Nearly three-fourths of this 
number was in the one great 
church Sunday School. The other 
one-fourth was in the thirty-five 
chapels maintained by the church, 
within a radius of thirty miles. 


The training union attendance pre-. 


ceding the evening service aver- 
aged 1.073.during the last year. 
The total church offerings in 1952 
were $317,917.94. 

The big steel and brick church 
auditorium of Highland Park seats 
Some 2,600 as recently enlarged, 
and 400 extra chairs may be 
added. Extra chairs are regularly 
needed in Sunday services. 

2. Dr. Roberson is the president 
of Tennessee Temple Schools, 
Bible school, college, seminary, 
and grammer school. Founded 
Seven years before, the college, 
Bible school and seminary had 
this session, 651 full-time students 
matriculated. The grammer school 
is crowded -beyond capacity. 
Ninety-five per cent of students in 
the Bible school, college, and sem- 
inary go into full-time Christian 
work. 

3. Dr. Roberson also heads the 
Union Gospel Mission in downtown 
Chattanooga, supported entirely by 
oe Park Church, where|m

4..In Camp Joy, more than 1,000 
underprivileged children are cared 
for each summer, and many are 
won to Christ. 

o. World-Wide Faith Missions, 
headed by Dr. Roberson, supports 
106 full-time missionaries in many 
countries of the world. 

Besides all these activities, and 
seven radio services weekly, Dr. 
Roberson is continually called out 
of Chattanooga for Monday and 
Tuesday, or for Thursday and Fri- 
day to speak before groups of 
Christian workers, to stir revival 


/soul-winning church. He generally 
does not accept engagements that 
take him away from his church 
on Sundays or on Wednesday 
night. 


The reader may judge Dr. Rob- 
erson’s sermon for himself. We 
preachers could learn much from 
the simple and definite outlines, 
the bold and earnest approach, 
the holy zeal with which this man 
of God presses God’s claims upon 
the hearts of saint and sinner alike. 
Each sermon is written out before 
it is preached, and is so well mas- 
tered that the preacher can speak 
extemporaneously with great free- 
dom, always decisively, knowing 
exactly where he is going and what 
he hopes to accomplish. There is 
the boldness of experience and 
authority in all his preaching. All 
of his preaching is aimed directly 
at some great end. While he is a 
good sound Bible scholar, he never 
gives pointless exposition. With 
him, the Word of God is not simply 
food for fat saints, nor amusing 
and interesting subject matter for 
its own sake. With him, the Word 
of God is a sword, a hammer, a 
fire; it is living seed sowed for 
a harvest. 


Dr. Roberson is a graduate of 
the University of Louisville, 
Louisville, Kentucky, and attended 
the Southern Baptist Seminary. 
His church is a regular Southern 
Baptist church. Doctrinally he is 
fundamental and_ premillennial, 
with a strong stand against world- 
liness and sin. God’s power is upon

and hath shut the _ lions’ 
mouths, that they have not hurt 
me: forasmuch as before him in- 
nocency was found in me; and also 
before thee, O king, have I done 
no hurt.” 


Daniel’s convictions made him 
sober, honest, and true. His ene- 
mies could find no fault ih him, 
though they sought to destroy him. 


As we look into the book of 
Daniel, we should not forget also 
the convictions of Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abednego. These stal- 
wart Hebrews partook of Daniel’s 
courage. When ~ Nebuchadnezzar 
made an image and commanded all 
the people to worship it, the 
Hebrew children refused to do so. 
It was reported to the king. In 
rage and fury he commanded them 
to be brought before him. They 
refused to compromise orto bow 
down. They were cast into the, 
fiery furnace, but God preserved 
their lives. 

Friends, there is dynamite in 
convictions, and I will show you 
that this is true. 


I. Men of Convictions Have 
_ Moved the World 


Daniel caused kings to wait for 
his word. Nebuchadnezzar, Bel- 
shazzar, Darius—all waited upon 
Daniel, a Hebrew man who had 
convictions. 

One of the great, tragic, unfor- 
gettable nights of the Bible was 
the night when Bélshazzar was 
slain. You remember the story of 
this wicked kifiz and a thousand 
of his lords. They drank wine from 
the golden and silver vessels out 
of the temple in Jerusalem. In the 
same hour the fingers of a man’s 
hand began to write upon the 
plaster of the wall. The king saw 
it and was frightened. Daniel was 
called in to give the interpretation. 
He was promised everything by 
the king, but Daniel refused any 
honors or any gifts. He gave a 
true interpretation of the words 
on the wall. He said, “Thou art 
weighed in the balances, and art 
found wanting.” In that night Bel- 
shazzar was Slain. 

Daniel might have hedged a 
little bit in giving the interpreta- 
tion. He might have said that he 
could not read it, or he might have 
given only a part of its meaning. 
But we see the prophet stand- 
ing before the king and the thou- 
sand lords and nobles and declar- 
ing unto them the whole counsel of 
God. 

The Apostle Paul was a man of 
such convictions that empires were 

moved. When Paul was saved, it 


would stand before Gentiles and 
kings and the children of Israel. 
He did stand before many ‘Kings: 
They trembled in his presence. 
The entire Roman Empire was 
touched and moved by the life and 
convictions of one evangelist. 

Martin Luther was a man of 
convictions. When his own soul 
was awakened and saved, he took 
his stand. Rome was. shaken. The 
course of history was changed. 
The name of Luther was engraved 
upon the scroll of the world, never 
to be erased. What convictions 
did this man have when he said, 
“Here I stand. I cannot do other- 
wise.” What.courage for one man, 
and yet by his standing, thousands, 
yea, millions have come to hear 
the Gospel of Christ. 


John Wesley was a man of con- 
victions. After he became estab- 
lished in the faith, all England and 
‘the world were moved. Someone 
has said, “Wesley made the masses 
of England sin-conscious, God- 
conscious, and _  grace-conscious. 
He restored to them their 
souls. He opened their spirit- 
ual eyes and unstopped _ their 
spiritual ears.” The Cambridge 
Modern History says of Wesley, 
“Wesley brought forth water from 
the rocks to make a barren land 
live again.” A great scholar said 
regarding Wesley, “No man lived 
nearer to the center than John 
Wesley, neither Pitt nor Clive, 
neither Mansfield nor Johnson. 
You cannot cut him out of the 
national life. No single figure in- 


fluenced so many minds. No 
single voice touched so many 
hearts. No other man did such a 


life’s work for England.” 


For fifty-three years following 
Wesley’s great spiritual exper- 
ience, in the face of difficulties, 
seemingly unsurmountable, Wesley 
fought and won. Many historians 
have agreed that Wesley saved 
England from the horrors of a 
French revolution. 


convictions have moved the world. 
We can easily see that this is the 
need of today; men who so love 
God and believe in His Word that 
they will stand, though all Hell 
be turned loose against them. 


II. Men of Convictions Suffer 


In the process of standing for 
God and right, there is always 
suffering. Why? Because of the 
animosity of Satan and a satanic- 
controlled world. 

Joseph in Ervypt suffered for his 
convictions. When tempted to sin, 
he stood true to God, but it meant

Daniel in Babylon stood true to 
God. He wavered not, but he paid 
a high price. He was made to 
suffer by the enemies of righteous- 
ness. 

It is always the man who lives 
right, holds high standards, re- 
fuses to compromise, who attracts 
to himself the arrows of slander 
and defamation. This is one of 
the prices which must be paid by 
those who have convictions. 

The three Hebrew children stood 
for their convictions, but they 
were made to suffer. 

John the Baptist, a man of un- 
wavering convictions, came to a 
place of suffering. A king was 
made to tremble because of his 
denunciation of sin, but the prison 
soon received John the Baptist, 
and after a while, his head was 
severed from his noble shoulders. 
Convictions and scale go to- 
gether. 


The Apostle Paul had convic- 
tions and suffered because of 
them. His own people hated and 
hounded him. In every place he 
was stoned, jailed, reviled, and 
persecuted. 


I know that I am not presenting 
a very encouraging picture. Some 
of you are a little weak and may 
be saying, “Well, I will have fewer 
convictions and suffer less.” That 
my friend, is your choice, but wait 
and hear the rest of the message 
before you decide. 


The world says, “Take it easy. 
Enjoy life. Don’t make it hard on 
yourself.” Perhaps the Devil whis- 
pered this into the ear of Daniel 
when the decree was signed that 
he should not pray, but Daniel 
said, “I must pray. It is my cus- 
tom to pray three times a day, and 
I intend to pursue this custom.” 


Satan might have whispered into 
the ear of John the Baptist, ‘“Take 
it easy, John. No use of getting 
excited.” 


But John the Baptist saw the 
sin of Herod and Herodias. He 
thundered forth, “It is not lawful 
for thee to have her.’ “He paid the 
price, but we have the record of 
a man who refused to compromise. 
John the Baptist died, but today 
he lives. The mention of his name 
is like waving a banner in the air. 


The famous John Bunyan must 
have had his battle with Satan 
when he was requested to sign a 
paper saying that he would not 
preach in public. But John Bunyan 
refused to sign the paper. He was 
imprisoned for twelve years. The 
Devil might have said, “You have 
to live. You have a wife and chil- 
dren. Think of your little girl, 
Mary, who is blind.” Yes, John 
Bunyan thought of that, but he 
thought first of God and his reso- 
lution to stand for Him. John Bun- 
yan remained in the dungeon. He 
turned his family, his little blind 
girl, over to the Lord. 


It was toward the end of his 
imprisonment that John Bunyan 
wrote that glorious passage in 
which he said, “Unless I am will- 
ing to make of my conscience a 
continual slaughtership and butch- 
ery, unless I am willing to pluck 
out my eyes and let the blind 
lead me, then God Almighty he- 
ing my witness and my defence-— 
if it shall please Him to let frail 
life last that long—the moss shall 
grow upon these eyebrows before

Faithfulness commends itself to 


a lost world. Sinners are looking 


for examples of true faith. 
The faith of the world cannot 


be bought by compromise—even. 


in small things. It seems a very 
small matter whether 
would eat and drink that which 
was. placed before him, but 
Daniel’s convictions would not 
permit him toeat. He was faithful 
to God and his’ record is given to 
bless the world. 


John the Baptist stood his 
ground. He turned many to right- 
eousness. Herod was a_ weak- 
kneed, sinful person.-His name 
means nothing to the world. .~—— 

Simon Peter lived for God. After 
Pentecost he became the rock, 
as prophesied by Jesus. A man. 
named Ananias Hed to God, and 
was quickly stricken dead. His 
name means nothing to the world. 

The name of Paul is known to 
millions, but how many people 
know the name of Demas? Demas 
was a man without convictions. 
His record simply says, “Demas 
hath forsaken me, having loved 
this present world, and is departed 
unto Thessalonica.’’ 


Right convictions are dynamite. 
There is power in standing true. 


Resolve to live for God. Make 
a right resolution and depend upon 
divine assistance. You cannot 
stand by yourself, for the flesh 
is weak. But when resolution is 
linked with prayer, strength will 
be given for each day. Remember 
Daniel was a man of prayer as 
well as purpose. 


Daniel stood for God without 
compromise, because he lived in 
the presence of the Lord. He 
prayed, he sought the face of God, 
he refrained himself from evil. 


Courage is needed to stand for 
the Lord. It is impossible to be a 
faithful Christian and to be a 
coward at the same time.

Why People Are Not Saved 


(Continued from page 1) 


More than that—the Bible tells 
us about sin. Now, other books 
talk about sin, other books talk 
about meanness, other books talk 
about delinquency. Many other 
books talk about all phases of sin 
—lying, stealing, drunkenness, 
idolatry, fornication. But only one 
book goes into detail and gives 
to mankind a true account about 
sin. 

There is only one book that 
tells us, that gives to us the true 
account of your sin. Only one book 
tells us about my sin. Only one 
book tells us about the black 
man’s sin, about the white man’s 
sin, about any person's sin—the 
Bible. Do you. want to read about 
your sin? Turn to the Bible. See 
what the Bible has to say about 
your lying, your swearing, your 
stealing, your immorality, about 
all the things that are wrong with 
your life. Find out what the Bible 
has to: say about them, for that’s 
the Book that tells the truth about 
sin. 

More than that—the Bible tells 
about salvation. There is no other 
book on earth that can tell about 
salvation. Any other book that 
speaks of it borrowed it from the 
Bible. What light they have, they 
got it here from the sacred page. 
The Bible tells about sin; no other 
book does. The Bible teils about 
how a man is delivered from sin, 
about the salvation that is found 
in Jesus Christ. It gives to us the 
history of the redemption of the 
human race upon the earth. It is 
told clearly,. definitely, positively 


way of salvation plain, so plain, 
that a fool need not err therein. 
The Bible tells us how a man can 
get to Heaven, and how a man 
can get saved. That is clear in 
the Bible. God has made it easy 
for a person to get saved. We 
preachers make it hard. Some 
Christian workers make it hard to 
get saved. The Bible makes it 
easy. 

“Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved.” 
Could you find anything easier? 


That -is. the simplest form of hu- 


man effort. What? Believing! 
Any person can do it. A little 
child can believe, an old man can 
believe. All the way in between 
they can believe. A sick man can 
believe. A dying man can believe. 


life, friend, all you need to do in 
thought is to turn to Jesus Christ 
by faith, believing, trusting, and 
God will save you right then. 
The Bible tells about sin. The 
Bible tells about Jesus Christ, 
about His death, His birth, about 
what He came to do. The Bible 
tells about salvation. The Bible 
tells about how people are saved. 
The Bible tells us why people 
are not saved. Look at the text we 
have before us, John 5:40. Jesus 
Christ tells us here in this text 
why people are not saved. If you 
are not saved, this text tells you 
why you are not saved. If people 
are not saved in Philadelphia, this 
verse tells us why they are not 
saved, If people are not saved in 
New York City, here is one verse 
from the lips of Jesus Christ that 
tells us why they are not saved. 
You know somebody; you will 
work a somebody tomorrow in 
the shop, in the factory, in the 
Stere, who is not saved. Here .is 
a-verse that clearly tells you why 
he is not saved. “And ye will not 
come to me, that ye might have 
life.”’ 
Notice three or four simple 
things that lie on the surface, on 
the outside of the text. 


Religious People 

First, the text speaks about a 
religious people. It says, “And ye 
will not come to me, that ye might 
have life.” These religious .people 
are set forth in that little pro- 
noun “ye.” Now, back in this same 
chapter, the fifth chapter of John’s 
Gospel, notice who these people 
were.. “The Jews therefore said 
unto him that was cured, It is the 


thee to carry thy bed. He an- 
swered them, He that made me 
whole, the same said unto me, 
Take up thy bed and walk” (vss. 
10,11). Now, read verse 18 in 
the same chapter, “Therefore the 
Jews sought the more to kill him, 
because he not only had broken 
the sabbath, but said also that 
God was his Father, making him- 
self equal with God.” 

Do you see who the people 
were? They were Jews away back 
in. that day. Now, notice some 
things about these people. First, 
they had the Scriptures, for in 
verse 39 of John 5 we read that 
Jesus Christ said to them, ‘Search 
the scriptures. You have them: 
take a look at them. Read the Old 
Testament Scriptures. You ought 
to see in there who I am. Read 
the promises and predictions con- 
cerning Me, By My virgin birth, 
by My sinless life, you ought to 
know Me.’ So Christ said, “Search 
the scriptures; for in them ye 
think ye have eternal life: and 
they are they which testify of 
me.” 

Now, the Lord told them to 
search the Scriptures. Let me say 
this tonight, that tens of thou- 
sands of people in Gospel-enlight- 
ened lands have the Bible. The 
majority of them have it. The 
average church member has the 
Bible, but he doesn’t read it 
enough. People ought to read the 
Bible more. The Bible tells us who 
Jesus Christ is. The Bible tells us 
who we are and what we are, and 
the Bible tells us just what Jesus 
Christ came to do. 


They not only had the Scrip- 
tures, but they -had the outward 
form of religion, just the outward 
form. They had the outward ritual 
of it in the religious services. Now 
remember that ritualism always 
hinders, always, kills the operation 
of the pure, unadulterated. grace 
of God; the rfiovements of God, 
the Holy Ghost. The Spirit of 
God cannot get to the hearts of 
a lot of religious folks who have 
never been born again. The Holy 
Ghost cannot get to their lives 
because of a ritual that keeps the 
Spirit of God from having His 
Way. 

Now, the Spirit of God may not 
deal with two people alike. He 
may not have dealt with me the 
way that He dealt with you before 
you were saved; but remember 
you are not saved apart from the 
operation of the Holy Ghost, 
bringing you to the place where 
you become convicted of your 
sin, and feel your need of a per- 
sonal Saviour. 7 

Now, these folks had the out- 
ward form. They had the kernel 
without the husks. They had the 
outward picture of it, the outward 
going to meetings, for those Jews 
went every Sabbath day to the 
Meeting House. But they had no- 
thing inside their hearts. They 
didn’t know the’ transforming 
power that comes from the trans- 
fusion of the Gospel by the Holy 
Ghost into the heart and mind 
of a man or woman. They had a 
form of worship, but it was net 
Christian. It did for their day, 
but they had not come into a 
new era, when Jesus: Christ had 
come. and the old had been set to 
one side, and now the new has 
taken its place. They must be born 
again. They had their feast days, 
certainly—lots of them. They had 
their high days, their holy days. 
They had their Sabbath days, but 
none of these could take the place 
of personal faith in Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God, who brought a 
man out of nature’s darkness, and 
made him to know Jesus Christ. 
More than that; they had the Law 
of God on the outside. They didn’t 
know what it meant on the inside. 
They had the Law of God on the 
outside and the hatred of the 
Devil on the inside. Notice John 
5:16, “And therefore did the Jews 
persecute Jesus, and sought to 
slay him, because he had done 
these things on the sabbath day.” 


Sabbath day: it is not lawful for 


Do you see what they had? 
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Then, when they had _ crucified 
Him, and Jesus Christ had been 
buried, and had risen from the 
grave, God was preaching to them 
through one of His servants, 
Stephen in the seventh chapter of 
the Acts of the Apostles. Stephen 
said in verse 51 of Acts 7, “Ye 
stiffnécked and uncircumcised in 
heart and ears, ye do always re- 
sist the Holy Ghost: as your 
fathers did, so do ye. Which of the 
prophets have not your fathers 
persecuted? and they have slain 
them which showed before of the 
coming of the Just One; of whom 
ye have been now the betrayers 
and murderers: Who have re- 
ceived the law by the disposition 
of angels,-and have not kept it.” 


They had the law of God on the 
outside, but the hatred of Satan 
and sin on the inside. They were 
zealous in their religious activities. 
What does Paul say concerning 
them? “Brethren, my: heart’s de- 
sire and prayer to God for Israel 
is, that they might be saved. For 
I bear them record that they have 
a zeal of God, but not according 
to knowledge” (Rom. 10:1-3). It 
is not according to the Word of 
God. ‘For they being ignorant of 
God’s righteousness, and going 
about to establish their own right- 
eousness, have not submitted 
themselves unto the righteousness 
of God.” What were they doing? 
Going about to establish their own 
righteousness. 


Hundreds and thousands today 
—Protestants and Roman Cath- 
olics, Mohammedans and Jews,’all 
kinds of religious folks, all apart 
from Christianity are going about 
to establish their own righteous- 
ness, and they have not submitted 
themselves to the righteousness of 
God which is in Jesus Christ. That 
is why they are just “going 
about.” They haven’t found Jesus 
Christ. They haven't trusted 
Him. They are saying prayers, fig- 
uring that will take ‘them to Heav- 
en. They are .confessing, figuring 
that will take them into Heaven. 
Thaqusands join Protestant 
churches and get a package of en- 
velopes, and seek to do something 
that seems virtuous, feeling that 
that will give them merit before 
God. It has church related to it, 
and something that is “kind of 
Christian.” 

Oh, my friend, let me say this: 
that doesn’t get a man to Heaven. 
That is no substitute for personal 
faith in Jesus Christ. Thousands 
go to church, and have joined a 
church because they are trying to 
appease the wrath of an angry 
God. Not because they love the 
Lord; not because they are zealous 
in the things of God, but because 
they are afraid to go to Hell, and 
they think if they do something, 
it will save them from Hell, and 
take them to Heaven. You can’t 
do anything that will take you to 
Heaven. Jesus “paid it all. He 
does everything, or else He doesn’t 
do anything for you. You have to 
let Him do everything. When He 
died, He paid the debt in order 
that you and I might be free. 
All a man needs to do is just trust 
in Jesus Christ. 


Now, these folks were zealous in 
their religion. They were hurrying, 
but they were on the wrong road. 
And what is the use of hurrying 
if you are.on the wrong road? Do 
you notice here that they were 
religious people? 


Rebellious Practice 


The second thing the text tells 
us about these people is their re- 
bellious practice. I notice it right 
here in the text. The Lord Jesus 
said, “And ye will not come...” 
They steeled their hearts, they 
set their teeth, they stiffened 
their necks, they set themselves, 
braced themselves against any 
kind of tug and pull that would 
move them toward Heaven. He 
says, “Ye set your will.” Now, a 
man is not saved against his will, 
but an unsaved man has set his 
will not to be saved. Jesus Christ 
says, “Ye will not come...” 


These people were rebellious. 
The Bible spéaks about people be- 
ing irreligious. Scattered all 
through the Bible we find irre- 
ligious people. The Bible speaks 
about impudent people. Israel was 
called impudent and _ stiffnecked. 
The Bible speaks about indifferent 
neople, but these people were in- 
|} dependent. Ah, they were inde- 
vendent; they were going to live 
independent of God and the re- 
velation God has given in the New 


were. self-sufficient, self-satisfied, 
self-important. 

Are you self-sufficient? Do you 
think you will go to Heaven with- 
out trusting Jesus, without per- 
sonal faith in Jesus, without pub- 
licly confessing Christ? Are you 
self-satisfied with what you have? 
Now, it is not a question of you 
being satisfied and getting into 
Heaven. It is a question of 
whether God is Satisfied or not. 
You have to satisfy God. You will 
not get into Heaven because you 
are satisfied with what you have. 
You have to meet God’s terms. 


Is God satisfied? God may not 
be satisfied to let you in, friend, 
because you haven’t named the 
name of Christ, you haven’t con- 
fessed Christ, you haven’t exper- 
ienced Christ and His transform- 
ing power in your heart and life. 
You may. feel _ self-important, 
thinking you can get along with- 
out God. These people didn’t need 
Jesus Christ, but turned Him 
down and nailed Him to a cross. 
I am saying they were rebellious, 
and here is a picture of their re- 
bellious practice. They would not 
come. 


Now, they rebelled first against 
the Word of God. That is a sad 
thing, brother, when you rebel 
against God’s Word. That is what 
they were doing. Jesus _ said, 
“Search the scriptures; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal 
life: and they are they which 
testify of me.’’ You search them. 
You,search the Word of God and 
see what the Bible has to say 
about you. Jesus told them to 
open their Bible. They wouldn't 
do it. They rebelled against the 
Word of God. 

They rebelled against the Son 
of God. John 5:16-18, ‘Therefore 
did the Jews persecute Jesus, and 
sought’ to, slay him, because he 
had done these things on the sab- 
bath day. "But Jesus answered 
them, My Father worketh hitherto, 
and I work. Therefore the Jews 
sought the more to kill him, be- 
cause he not only had broken the 
sabbath, but said also that God 
was his Father, making himself 
equal with God.” Now, they re- 
belled against the Son of God. 
They killed Jesus Christ. How do 
you know? They said so. them- 
selves. The Jews said, “His blood 
be upon us.”

betrayers and murderers” (Acts 
7:52). Stephen laid that at their 
door. John the Baptist was killed 
by them. Stephen was martyred. 
James was killed. By whom? 
These Jews. 


Then, they rebelled against the 
Spirit of God. Look at verse 51 of 
Acts 7, “Ye stiffnecked and uncir- 
cumcised in heart and ears, ye do 
always resist the Holy Ghost: as 


Spirit of God wanted to lead them 
to the Saviour, the Son of God, 
but they spurned the _ Spirit's 
voice that spoke to them and said, 
‘You ought to trust Jesus.’ They 
steeled their hearts, they steeled 
their wills against Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God, and were stubborn 
against any invasion of the Holy 
Ghost. I want to know why men 
were so rebellious. Why does man- 
kind rebel against God? Unsaved 
person, why do you rebel against 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God? 
Now, the text says, “Ye will not 
come.” I want you to see first, 
the nature of that rebellion. Their 
rebellion was definite. It was 
planned, it was schemed, it was 
formed, it was framed in their 
minds and in their hearts. It was 
definite. More than that—it was 
determined. They said, “We will 
not have this man to reign over 
us.” Do you mean it wasn’t deter- 
mined? The reason why men out- 
side of Jesus Christ are not saved 
is because their rebellion is deter- 
mined. They will not come to 
Jesus Christ. Their rebellion was 
not only definite, it was not only 


It shut the door of Heaven right 
in their own face. It slammed the 
door of God, the door He was 
holding open for them to come 
through, right in their own face.

your fathers did, so do ye.” The} 


determined, but it was disastrous.. 


They brought disaster not only to} 


brought disaster to the whole 
Jewish nation. Why? Bécause they 
would’ not have this man to reign 
over them. Jesus said, ‘I know 
why you are not saved. Ye will 
not come to me that ye might 
have life.’ That was the nature of 
their rebellion. It was definite, 
it was determined, it was disas- 
trous. 


Now see the source of that re- 
bellion. Where was it born? That 
rebellion was impelled by a carnal 
nature. Their carnal nature didn’t 
want Jesus Christ to move in and 
reign. People are not saved be- 
cause of that. They don’t want 
Jesus Christ to be sovereign in 
their hearts and lives. They have 
fleshly desires. They would rather 
have their own sin than God’s 
Saviour. 


Do you see the source of their 
rebellion? Impelled by a carnal 
nature, incensed by a_ wicked 
heart, they didn’t want the holi- 
ness of Jesus Christ. They didn’t 
want a holy life. They didn’t want 
a holy conduct. They didn’t want 
God’s love, God’s grace, God’s joy, 
God’s blessing and God’s benedic-

tion upon their hearts and lives. 
I’m saying that their rebellion in 
its source was incensed by a 
wieked heart. 

Ther, back of all that, it was in- 
stigated by the Devil. Notice what 
it says in John 5:43, “I am come 
in my Father’s name, and ye re- 
ceived me not: if another shall 
come in his own name, him ye 
will receive.” He is the Devil in- 
earnate; the Antichrist. Look at 
John 8:44. Speaking to the same 
people, Jesus Christ said, “Ye are 
of your father the devil, and the 
lusts of your father ye will do. 
He was a murderer from the be- 
ginning, and abode not in the 
truth, because there is no truth 
in him. When he speaketh a lie, he 
speaketh of his own: for he is a 
liar, and the father of it.” 

And more than being instigated 
by the Devil was their rebellion, 
which was inspired by the multi- 
tude. They wanted to go with the 
erowd, and they didn’t want to 
go with Jesus Christ. Do you see 
why people are not saved? Do 
you see why men don’t come to 
the Son of God? Do you notice 
in the text, “Ye will not come to 
me’? 


Rejected Person 

Now, the third thing in this 
text; it speaks about a rejected 
Person. Let me read the text to 
you again, “And ye will not come 
to me.’ The rejected person was 
Jesus Christ Himself. Hear me. 
They didn’t know the depths of 
their sin. When Christ was on the 


eross, He said In a_ prayer, 
‘Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do. They 


don’t know the extent of their sin 
when they are crucifying Me. They 
don’t know the depths of their sin 
when they are nailing Me to this 
tree. They don’t Know the far- 
reaching extent of that which they 
are now doing. They don’t know 
the day is soon coming when they 
shall be scattered, and torn among 
the nations of the earth, and suf- 
fering terribly at the hands of 
men. My people—and they have 
turned Me down and nailed Me to 
a tree. Father, forgive them, for 
they know not what they do when 
they are rejecting Me and nailing 
Me to the tree.’ 


Now, notice as it speaks about 
the rejected person; first, they re- 
jected God’s Son, God’s only Son. 
That is sin. That is the sin of all 
sins. That is the damning sin. That 
is the sin that will put you. in 
Hell. Your own evil and wicked 
conduct will lead you to the place 
where you will keep Jesus crowded 
out of your heart and life. Your 
delving into and your diving into 
drunkenness, debauchery and sin, 
will lead you to the place where 
you will leave Jesus Christ out, 
and you will find yourself damned 
and out in eternal darkness. 

These folks rejected God's Son. 
That isn’t the will of God for any 
man. This is the will of God, that 
ye believe on Him, whom God has 
sent. They rejected that One who 
is God's only Son. You be careful 
when you do that. 


The Apostle Paul said some- 
thing about this matter—of the 
bitter consequences of not coming 
to Jesus—with an unusual warn- 
ing in Hebrews 10:28.- “He that 
despised Moses’ law died without 
merey under two or three wit- 
nesses.” Notice verse 29, “Of how 
much sorer punishment, suppose 
ye, shall he be thought worthy, who 
hath trodden under foot the Son 
of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith 
he was sanctified, an unholy thing, 
and hath done despite unto the 
Spirit of grace?” Oh, the awful 
judgment that comes upon a man 
or woman who has never per- 
sonally experienced the regenerat- 
ing power of the Holy Ghost! 

They rejected God’s only Son. Oh, 
what wickedness! What punish- 
ment! How hot Hell will be for the 
man or woman who hasn’t con- 
fessed, who hasn’t received Christ, 
who hasn’t acknowledged Christ, 
who hasn’t owned Christ, who 
hasn’t publicily declared Jesus 
Christ, who doesn’t enjoy the Son 
of God, and who doesn’t have His 
life and love pulsating in their 
hearts! Hell will be awful for the 
man who has heard about Jesus 
and turned Him down. 

They~- not only rejected God’s 


but they rejected man’s 
Saviour. “Thou shalt call his 
name” {the One whom they re- 
jected] JESUS: for he shall save 
his people from their sins.” God 
made Him to be a Saviour for 
mankind. Mohammedanism has no 
saviour, Buddhism has no saviour, 
Catholicism has no saviour, Chris- 
tian Science has no saviour, Mo- 
dernism has no saviour. “For unto 
you is born this day... a Saviour,” 
cried the angel. Suppose they turn 
Him down, suppose they reject 
Him, suppose they don’t come to 
Him? That is what they are do- 
ing. They are rejecting man’s only 
Saviour, and that rejected Person 
was God’s Saviour for mankind. 


Man has no other saviour; you 
have no other one to save you. 
You have to come to Jesus, or be 
lost and go to Hell. Why? Be- 
cause He said, “I am the way, 
the truth, and the life: no man 
cometh unto the Father, but by 
me.” “I am the door: by me if 
any man enter in, he shall be 
saved.” There is. no other door. 
There is no other way. A man 
must come by Christ. If you re- 
ject Christ, you reject man’s only 
Saviour. 

They not only rejected God's 
Son, they not only rejected man’s 
Saviour, but they rejected God's 
salvation; for remember that 
God's salvation is associated with 
Jesus Christ. It is in, and by, and 
through Christ. ‘There is none 
other name given under heaven’— 
not another name. Salvation is 
alone in the name of Jesus. It is 
by Him a man is saved (Acts 4: 
12). 

Salvation is not in joining a 
church. Salvation is in a person, 
and that Person is Jesus Christ, 
God’s Son. When they rejected 
God’s Son, they rejected man’s 
Saviour,and..they rejected God’s 
salvation. 


Son, 


Remarkable Privilege 


Now, there is a fourth thing in 

this text. The text deals with a re- 
markable privilege. The text reads, 
“Ye will not come to me that ye 
might have life.’ Now, that Is a 
remarkable, an unusual. privilege 
indeed for any man of Adam’s 
seed. Brother, we didn’t deserve 
it. We have no right to have it, 
and you thank God for the privi- 
lege of God Himself devising and 
planning a way whereby mankind 
might have placed at their dis- 
posal the marvelous privilege of 
having everlasting life. This is a 
remarkable privilege. 
Life is just what man doesn’t 
have, but that is what man needs. 
He needs the life of God, he needs 
the life of Jesus Christ. He needs 
the life that the Spirit of God 
alone can impart and implant— 
eternal life. It is a privilege in- 
deed. 

First, it is an unusual privilege. 
Why should we have it? Did you 
deserve it, sister? Did you deserve 
it, brother? You folks who are 
saved—did you deserve everlasting 
life? You who are not saved, can 
you tell me a reason why God 
should give it to you? No more 
than I could give you a reason 
why God should ever give it to 
me. I’m saying that it is an un- 
usual privilege. We are unworthy 
of it. It is the miracle of miracles, 
that we ever got life, that God 
ever gave it to us. 

‘It is an unparalleled privilege. 
Why? Because, when we receive 
everlasting life, it gives us God’s 
highest. God hasn’t a better thing 
to give. Do you want Heaven’s 
best? Then, get life that is in 
Jesus Christ. That is God’s best. 
God’s best is in His Son. God’s 
best is His Son, Jesus Christ, our 
Lord. You can’t get anything bet- 
ter. I’m saying that it is an un- 
paralleled privilege. It gives to us 
God’s biggest and God’s best. It 
surpasses everything and every 
other blessing that God has to 
give—unparalleled in the pardon 
it gives, unparalleled in the life 
it bestows (everlasting life), un- 
paralleled in the love-it begets, 
unparalleled in the liberty it 
brings to a man’s heart and a 
man’s life—freedom from the con- 
trol and power and domination 
of sin and sinful habits. 

More than that—it is a univer- 
sal privilege. None are excluded. 
At Christmas and Thanksgiving 


poor and needy. No doubt some 
one may be forgotten. Poor old 
Mrs. Brown and Mrs. Jones and 
others also will be forgotten. But 
it is never so with God! He is giv- 
ing a gift, a universal gift, and it 
is for all. None are excluded, and, 
thank God, all are included. Never 
feel you are not wanted. It doesn't 
matter how bad you are—some of 
you have sinned against God, sin- 
ned against society, sinned against 
the human race, sinned against 
yourself, sinned against your fam- 
ily, sinned against the law. You 
have sinned, but don’t think that 
God will turn you down. No sir! 
He will take you in. God loves you 
and Christ provided for any man 
that wants to come this universal, 
unparalleled, unusual privilege of 
having everlasting life. 


This need is universal because 
all have sinned. The call is uni- 
versal—Come, friend, come. ‘Who- 
soever will, come and partake and 
drink of the water of life.’ The 
privilege is universal. It is for 
any man who wants it, any man 
who will come. I’m saying to you 
it is a universal privilege. 


All I can say in closing is, it is 
an unmeasured privilege. Can you 
tell about it? To have life means 
more than tongue can:tell. No man 
can tell the ecstasy and the joy 
that is in his heart because he 
has taken Jesus Christ as his own 
personal Saviour. You can never 
tell the happiness of it in personal 
experience. James McKendrick, 
that Scotch preacher, would say, 
“It’s better felt than telt.” You 
can never tell the richness of it 
and the fulness of it. in nahi 
experience. 


Nor can it be told in public 
service. Oh, what joy, what bless- 
ing! The blind cannot lead the 
blind, but when you come to know 
Christ and have life, then you can 
help somebody else. What a bless- 


somebody else about Jesus, then 
see them get saved! To have life 
means more than tongue can tell 
here in time, and to have the life 
of God means more than tongue 
can tell as to what it will mean 
to a believing heart hereafter. 


Can you tell the joy that will 
be. yours when you cross. the 
swelling tide of Jordan? Can you 
tell the blessing that will be yours 
when you stand in ‘the presence 
of the Eternal Son of God? Can 
you tell the ecstasy that will flood 
your mind and heart when you 
stand in the Gloryland, surrounded 
by angels and all the redeemed 
of all ages, and you stand in their 
presence to behold Jesus Christ, 
and you stand in the presence of 
the eternal God, and you have 
been stripped of all that is carnal, 
and you stand there in your re- 
deemed body to enjoy the celestial 
land forever and forever? I’m say- 
ing to you, my friend, it’s an un- 
measured privilege to have ever- 
lasting life. Do you have it? 


If you don’t have it, you ought 
to take Jesus Christ to be your 
Saviour. You will enter into the 
bliss of eternal glory and everlast- 
ing gain. Eternal good, my friend, 
shall be yours in the Gloryland. 
Not to have this means an eternal 
loss. It means to be absent from 
God forever. It means to be sepa- 
rated from Jesus Christ forever. 
It means to be separated from the 
holy angels forever and forever. 
It means to be separated from all 
that is good forever and forever. 
It means to be absent from the 
presence of the eternal Trinity. 
It means to be absent from the en- 
joyment of all the redeemed of all 
ages in the Gloryland. 


It means to be in Hell with all 
that is evil, all that is vile, all 
that is corrupt, ail that is foul, all 
that is unclean, with the Devil and 
all demons, forever and forever. 
That is what it means if you don’t 
open your heart and take Jesus. 
If you resist Him, you turn Him 
down. Jesus said, “Ye will not 
come to me, that ye might have 
life.” 


Friend, don’t steel your heart 
against God. Don’t set your mind 
against the Holy Ghost. Allow 
Him to lead you to the Saviour. 
Open the door of your heart and 
let Jesus Christ in. Do you know 
that your sins are dooming you 
now? Do you know that your re- 
jection of Jesus Christ is damn- 
ing you now? Do you know that 
the sins and habits that control 
you are just taking you down- 
stream by the power of an ir- 
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power to stand, then throw the 
door of your heart open. Let Jesus 
Christ come in, When _ Christ 
comes in and takes over, then 
you will go against the tide of 
sin, then you will go against the 
tide of evil, then you will go 
against the tide of wickedness— 
but not until then. 

Then, why don’t you open your 
heart and let Jesus Christ come 
in? That is what you ought to 
do, that is what you ought to do 
now, Will you do it? 


Decide Now For Christ

mon by Rev. Andrew Telford of 
Philadelphia on ‘“‘Why People Are 
Not Saved.’”’
